Homestead pcoplo tn see pnioke Issuing 
from the armor-plate mill, and they 
wore Btill more surprised at 
noon, 


wlu'n tho big whistle was blown for 
the dinner hour. Tho full power of this 
whistle was not put in operation, but 
thu penpU1 rocogni/cd the 
old-time

toward the entrance to the works to 
Heo If gangR of workers wore not pour- 
tug out on thplr acvurnl ways to dinner 
lint none camr. 


Thuro were workmen

works, however, and they were pursu- 
ing their duties in a bimlnuHs-llkc man- 
ner, Btwmingly without thought that 
an armed guard wan necessary to pro- 
tect thorn. 
Them) men wore brought 


int'i the works secretly by the company 
within tho past week. They carao a 
fuvv nt a time until Monday, when tho 
company nuocncdcd In getting in a num- 
ber of wnrknrfl HufilrUjnt tn guarantee 
the starting up of tho armor-plate miU 
yuntordny. Some of these men wore 
probably lamliHl at the- mill botwoon 
minuet Monday evening and daybreak 
yesterday morning, liy the "Little Hill" 
under protection of the inilttiM-y. Later 
In the day the Tiile, n small storn- 
whet-1 tug, brought u luimber of men 
up tin1 Mommgtiliela from the iluectlon 
of Pittsburgh, anil l.nuli d them lit the 
works. There \\i-re about thirty in tho 
party, ami till went into the annor- 
plato mill. The eompany is believed to 
have 175 men in the armor-pUite mill. 
Included among these arc1 live steel 
workers, believe*! tn huve been brought 
from tho worksi»f thecompiu.y utUrnd- 
<U«-k. 


All tho men In the millaro of rourso, 


nonunion. They tiro en^i^vd in mak- 
ing repairs, preliminary to the enin- 
menecnu'nt of work on the contracts 
with the federal government, delayed 
by Out loeUmit, unil it is probable that 
thu company In malting every elTort to 
Bce.uri1 tho sorvieo of men for the steel- 
woiking department so that tho work 
on tho contrneU miiv be beffun without 
dolay whfn the repairs are unmplotorl.

.bcunsinff the case from a scientific 
tnndpolnt, said the Btory of these two 
;irls gave rise to n problem for psychol- 
ogists, viz.: Can one woman love an- 
tther as a man, without belnjy insane? 
did when this love is reciprocated, arc 
not both insane? 


The protestations of undying devo- 


,ion were as vehement In Freda's let- 
ters to Alice aa were the promises of 
ove and protection from Alice 
The 


case now shows that Alice first loved 
Freda tut a man, and that after the 


amount of wooing, reciprocation 


bllowed, and that the lovers In the 
oarly stages of theft1 infatuation In- 
'ectcd their other female companions 
with like passions, for L-tllie Johnson, 
Alice Mitchell's chnm, her ffentlman 
'ricnd, so to speak, and Jo Ward, 


sister, wero devoted to each 


other, and tlu* relations between these 
,wo wero beyond the mer» girlish 
'ancy of one ffirl for anothor 


Interest in the easo is nnnbatecl, and 


;he court room was crowded to suffo-

Freda tells Alice in this letter that she 
worships her, while1 she only loves 
Ashley Rosclle, a young man who paid 
court to her. Later on she loves only 
Alice and for her sake she gave tho 
conge to Robclle. 


When Alice heard of Roselle's wgard 


for Freda ahe at once sot about to break 
up any attachment that might exist be- 
tween them, and i» this she succeeded. 


In other letters Frectft discussed tho 


preparation to elope and was wild with 
Joy when AHco told her that they 
would In a short time leave for Bt, 
Louis. The pre«entation of the en- 
gagement ring brought back such a 
letter as would follow a similar pre- 
sentation by a boy of 19 years to a young 
lady of 17. 


When Freda's sister broke into the 


plan to elope the girl wrote most heart- 
rending effusions to Alice. She swore 
that she would marry none other than 
Alico and expected Alice to be trne to 
her. 


The witness, Robert Mitchell, pro- 


duced other matter written by hie sis- 
tor. On a slip of paper was found 
written in her chlrography various 
ways for producing* death, among1 them 
editing, itabblng, poison, drowning, 
shooting and smothering. Another pa- 
per bore the legend: "Twelve grains of 
atrophia." The witness said Alice told 
him she saw a newspaper notice where 
a man committed aulclde by taking 
twelve grains of atrophia, and she de- 
sired to remember the fact for future 
uae 


In another letter from Freda aha told 


Alice if she ohrnved tobacco she would 
not kiss her, as nhe did not desire her 
husband to UAO cither tobacco or liquor, 
as its bad effects often went to other 
generations. 


Some months ago the Sunday Tlmen 


of this city offered a prize for the beat 
easay written on "a model wife." Aiic« 
entered the contest, giving her views 
in a well-writ ten essay as to the quali- 
ties she desired hir wife to possess. 
She desired her to love the writer, if 
not as her first love, at least as her best 
love.
